FIRE WARDENS NEEDED.. 


State Forester Asks the Aid of County 
in Prevention of Forest 
Fires. 


State Forester FE. T. Allen urges 
upon county boards the importance of 
taking action under the forestry laws 
and appointing fire wardens and pa- 
trolmen to fight forest fires at their 
inception. He says: 
“We all know that few disastrous 
fires start under such conditions that 
they cannot be controlled; that usual- 
ly they result from some of the small, 
apparently innocent fires which are al- 
ways burning somewhere unnoticed, 
awaiting the combination of wind and 
hot weather which makes them dan- 
gerous. At present no one is likely 
to put these out until he ts threatened, 
but were some one available to take 
the proper steps at once, few would 
ever reach the destructive stage. 
“Perhaps the next most important 
function of the authorized fire officer 


is the 
private land, under the brush-burning- 
it law. The burning of stubble, 


fires. This can be regulated where 
there is a fire warden, for the law re- 
quires a permit for such operations, 
but where there is none the intelli- 
gent property owner has no protection 
against the ignorance or carelessness 
of his neighbor. 

“Then there are the prohibitive laws, 
which provide for the punishment of 
the malicious or criminally careless, 
and are all that will restrain a certain 
class. These are good, and wide in 
scope, and their enforcement would 
soon show decided results. But they 
will not be enforced until there are of- 
ficers whose business it is to collect 
evidence and make arrests. 

PATROLMEN NEEDED. 

J do not believe in too pretentious 
a beginning. If a good man can be se- 
cured, a salaried patrolman during the 
dry months is very valuable, and at 
$75 per month for fiVe months costs 
$375. Behind him should be a smal! 
fund to meet expenses like the pur- 
chase of supplies and tools, hiring 
teams to take men to fires, cost of 
making arrest, etc., say two or three 
hundred dollars more. And two such 
men are twice as good as one, if the 
area is large. Much depends upon 
this, for in many counties the gov- 
ernment reverves cover so large an 
area that there is little left to be pro- 


tected by the county. Unless you are 


Sure of getting a good man of this 
kind, a better plan is to pay no salary. 
but to select a ftew reliable men in 
the right localities and pay them only 
for the time actually spent. They 
would not patrol, but would be on 
hand to take the necessary steps when 
fires are reported, and to look after

OF HARCOURT. 


Discovery of It Stréngthens 
Claim on Dukedom. 
Causes Rise in the Shares of 
Speculative Company. 


To Prosecute the Claim of the 
Shopkeeper’s Descendant, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.]} 

LONDON, June 23.—Workmen who 
are engaged in improving the famous 
Harcourt House, Cavendish Square, off 
the face of the earth, to make way 
for business premises, have discovered 
that what was supposed to be a ducal 


coal cellar is in reality a subterranean 


tunnel. It is nothing unusual to find 
underground passages in historie 
houses, whose occupants in turbulent 
days of old occasionally found them- 
selves under the necessity of seeking 
safety in sudden flight, but peculiar 
interest attaches to the Harcourt House 
discovery, for the reason that it lends 
support to the claim of the Druce fam- 
ily to the dukedom of Portland and the 
large estates and enormous revenues 
thereto appertaining. 

Their claim is based on the allegation 
that the fifth Duke of Portland and T. 
S. Druce, the proprietor and founder 
of the Baker Street r, were one 
and the same person. It is asserted 
that this eccentric fifth Duke was in 
the habit of passing between the ba- 
zaar and Harcourt House by a sub- 
terranean passage. At one end of it 
he was His Grace, the Duke of Port- 
land; at the other, plain Mr. Druce, the 
shrewd and close-mouthed shopkeeper. 


workmen have found is sixty feet in 
length and ends in a wall. Only sub- 
sequent investigation can determine 
whether this wall is its natural termi- 
nation, or whether, if broken through, 
the tunnel will be found to extend to 
Baker street. But meanwhile the dis- 
covery is regarded by the clainiants 
to the Dukedom as strengthening their 
case and has caused a rise in the 
shares of the limited liability company 
formed to prosecute the claim. 

The title of this singular company 
is “G. H. Druce, Limited,” and G. H. 
Druce is its managing director. The 
capital is divided into 10,000 ordinary 
shares of $5 each and 20,000 deferred 
shares of 25 cents each. G. H. Druce 
is the lineal descendant of the Baker 
Street Bazaar Druce. If he can prove 
that this Druce was the fifth Duke of 
Portland his path to the title and the 
property, and tncidentally a seat tn the 
House of Lords, is made clear. 

Mr. Druce came from Australia, his 
native land, some three years ago, 
and since then has been engaged in 
gathering the sinews of war and col- 
lecting evidence to support his claim. 
Strange parallels of habits and eccen- 
tricities in the fifth Duke of Portland 
and the he alleges, 
have been d vered 

Both were of the same height and 
build. Both loved to burrow in under- 
ground passages—Welbeck Abbey, the 
Ducal seat—being literally honey- 
combed with subterranean works. Both 
had strong antipathies to wine and to- 
bacco. Their portraits show remark- 
able resemblances. The story of the 
life of each alleged separate personal- 
ity fits into the gaps in the history of 
the other. The fifth Duke of Port- 
land is found to appear in public life 
when the Baker Street Bazaar Druce 
is missing. When the shopkeeper re- 
appears the Duke vanishes. 

The greatest mystery in the Duke- 
dom claim, however, centers not in 
the recently-discovered tunnel, but fn 
the vault in Highgate Cemetery in 
which T. C. Bruce is said to have been 
buried. According to the claimant's 
contention the alleged burial of Druce 
in 1864 was an imposture, the coffin 
that was interred containing no hu- 
man body. It is further asserted that 
Druce was seen and recognized by sev- 
eral persons, some of whom are still 
alive, after his supposed burial. The 
death of the fifth Duke of Portland did 
not occur until 1879. 

Harcourt House was at one time the 
town residence of the Dukes of Port- 
land, and was built in 1722. One night 
the fourth Duke of Portland and the 
Earl of Harcourt played cards there. 
The stakes were high and luck went 
against the Duke. At last the man- 
sion was the stake and it became the 
property of the Earl. 

But when the transfer came to be 
made it was found that there were 
legal difficulties in the way of alienat- 
ing the house from the Estate of which 
it formed a part. The difficulty was 
got over by the Duke taking a ninety- 
nine years’ lease from the Ear! of Har- 
court on favorable terms. The card-

Postoffice Official Says Letters Mailed 
by Inspectors Bring the Best 
Results, 


There have been several arrests and 
convictions of local postal employés 
recently for mail depredations, and in 
discussing these instances, a postoffice 
inspector said, in the Washingtorf Star, 
“Although we use the same old bait 
in catching postal offenders, and the 
novice at the business, and the old 
hand know what it is as well as we, 
they keep on just the same until the 
timeworn but ly certain ‘decoy 
letter’ lands them high and dry in the 
penitentiary, to wonder and lament at 
their leisure why they were so weak. 
amd foolish to bite at it. The ‘decoy 
letter’ is such a simple thing that the 
average citizen may wonder at its ef- 
fectiveness, or why the thief doesn't 
gucceed in dodging it. It is the great- 
est silent thief catcher in use by men 
who make t their business to appre- 
hend their: dthonest fellows, will al- 
ways remain so, and doesn’t need im- 


criminal 

“There is an angle of delusion in 
matters criminal as in honest affairs, 
and the postal thiet's hope is that he 
thinks he will not be discovered, at the 
same time he knows perfectly well that 
complaims of missing letters contain- 
ing valuables are invariably made to 
the department, and that the depart- 
ment's machinery for the investigation 
is practically perfect, based upon years 
of experience. The postal thief, em- 
boldened by inttial successes, and 
elated by the pleasing novelty of hav- 
ing in his pockets ready and easy 
money for which he did not have to 

work, goes along merrily until the in- 
nocent appearing decoy letter .s si- 
lently slipped in the mails, to find its 
way to his hands as surely as docs 
the fish torpedo the steel magnet cf 
the battleship's sides, 
“Do they try to dodge this missive 
of danger?

HIS MISSION. 


WOULD HAVE PROTESTED THE 
ASTOR WEDDING. 


Time and Place Was Kept Secret 
to Circumvent Father Black—dZeal- 
ous Cleric Makes a Specialty of 
Publicly ‘Protesting Against Mar- 
riages of Divorced Parties. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, June 30.—It was entirely 
due to fear of interference by the Rev. 
William Black that the recent wedding 
here of young Astor—William Waldorf 
Astor’s son and heir—to Mrs. Shaw 
was kept so secret that a large number 
of their friends first learned that the 
ceremony had taken place through the 
announcement in the newspapers. It 
was for he same reason that such 
profound secrecy was observed in the 
marriage of W. K. Vanderbilt and 
Mrs. Rutherford in London a few years 
Father Black, as he is always 
called, makes a specialty of protesting 
against the remarriage of divorced per- 
sons by clergy of the established cnurch. 
He bas been doing it for over a dozen 
years. He does it publicly at that 
point in the ceremony where the offi- 
clating clergyman calls upon any one 
who knows of “any just indictment” 
why the marriage should not 
place to speak out or forever hold his 
peace.“ Father Black accepts the in- 
vitation and speaks out. The protest 
does not necessarily stop the marriage. 
The officiating clergyman may ignore 
it, but he can’t choke off Father 
Black while he is making his speech. 
It causes a scene that is decidedly em- 
barrassing to the bride and bridegroom. 
It gets into the papers afterwards and 
makes unpleasant reading for them 
and their friends. Wherefor, if they 
are rich, .hey spend money freely and 
take a lot of trouble to circumvent 
Father Black. It would be interesting 
to know what W. K. Vanderbilt and 
young Astor spent to seal up the usual 
channels of publicity. I have heard 
that Mr. Vanderbilt paid to the com- 
plaisant clergyman who agreed to tie 
the nuptial knot for him, and keep 
things quiet, $5000. And there were 
several others, of course, who had to 
be feed for keeping their mouths shut. 
In one case where a divorcee in high 
life was to be remarried, the King 
(then Prince of Wales) who had ac- 
cepted an invitation to be present, 
hearing that Father Black had got 
wind of it and intended kicking up a 
row, told the bride that he could not 
be present under such circumstances 
and, as the prospective head of the 
church, appear to give his sanction to 
a violation of its canons. The result 
was the wedding took place in another 
church which 1s less strict in the mat- 
ter of divorce. 

Father Black belongs to the ultra- 
High Church party and was formally 
associated with the Cowley Fathers. 
He invariably dresses in a long black 
robe, with a girdle around his waist 
like a monk. But aside from that there 
is nothing suggestive of the ascetic 
about him. He is full ot life and vigor, 
despite his sixty years, and his ruddy 
complexion indicates that he does not 
go into any extent for the mortifica- 
tion of the flesh. The pictures that 
adorn his apartments show that he 
posseses a finely cultivated taste in 
matters of art. His firm-set mouth 
denotes the man who possesses the 
courage his convictions, 

“I certainly should have protested 
gg the Astor wedding,” he. said to 

“had I known when and where it 
— to take place, as those knew very 
well who took such pains to keep it 
secret. The church sanctions separa- 
tion between married couples for good 
cause, but 't does not recognize divorce, 
and the remarriage of persons who 
have been divorced is distinctly con- 
trary to the canons of-the church. That 
is the position taken by the ecclesiasti- 
cal head of the church, the Archb:shop 
of Canterbury, and tee Bishop of Lon- 
don in whose diocese the Astor mar- 
riage took place.” 

“Well,” replied Father Black, 
“money, you know. can find a way to 
do most things and in this matter it Is 
not difficult. Judge Tristram of . 
Paul's Ecclesiastical Court in London 
has the power to grant marriage li- 
censes. He can at his discretion grant 
licenses for the marriage of persons 
who have been divorced provided such 
persons can satisfy him of a clergy- 
man’s willingness to perform the cere- 
mony. I regret to say-that it is not 
difficult to find such a clergyman 
where the parties concerned, or one of 
them at least, is weakthy. Judge Tris- 
tram also gets his fee for granting the 
license and in such matters wealthy 
people, as you know, are disposed ¢o 
be extremely generous. Anyhow, they 
find it easy to get licenses from Judge 
Tristram. And although such mar- 
riages are distinctly contrary to the 
canons of the church, by act of Par- 
liament, the clergyman who performs 
the ceremony is protected from any 
ecclesiastical proceedings against him 
which otherwise his bishop might take. 
Armed with a license granted by Judge 
Tristram he can defy his bishop. 

“One thing I greatly rejoice in. It 
fs that although I cannot prevent such 
marriages from taking place in the 
church, I have reason to know that 
my activity in the matter, and the ef- 
forts of those who are 
with me, have diminished them to such 
an extent that they have provoked a 
rueful complaint from Judge Tristram 
because of his consequent loss of fees. 
To such a pass have matters come 
with him that. he prevents me from 
having access o the books in which 
records of the licenses granted are en- 
tered, though I believe that by law 
they should be open to inspection at 
all times. The result is that I cannot 
always learn beforehand of marriages 
between divorced persons for which 
he grants licenses and. therefore, I 
sometime mies the opportunity of mak- 
ing public protests against them. 

“Because the hands of our bishops 
are so tied in the matter it Is really 


ried in London—always provided they, 
are weailthy—by a clergyman of the 
Church of England, than it Is to ge 
married by an Episcopal clergyman in 
America. I suppose that ts the reason 
why they get married here Instead of 
in their own country. My position ts 
entirely logical. I maintain that the 
remarriage of divorced persons is 
Wrong. Furthermore, as it is con- 
trary o the canons of the church it 
should be rendered impossible in the 
church. Such people should get mar- 
ried at a registrar’s. But that would 
not give them the opportunity to dis- 
‘play their finery that a church wed- 
ding affords,”

AMERICAN SOLDIERS RESCUE 
UNDER FIRE. 
— 


Remarkable Demonstration at Fort 
Myer System Without a Loophole. 
| Hew Ambulances Are Stationed. 
Work of Getting the Injured to a 


Hospital. \

A recent issue of the San Francisco 
Chronicle calls attention to the mod- 
ern methods employed in getting 
wounded American soldiers from the 
field of battle. Snatching fallen ‘soi- 
ders from the danger zone and healing 
their wounds by a hospital system that 
follows the firing line is a modern fea- 
ture of the United States Army that 
only a dash of legislation is needed to 


army surgeons say. 
A recent demonstration at Fort Myer, 


by the Hospital Corpse under Maj. 
Glennon, Dr. Smart and Lieut. Bil- 
lingsiea, showed how the enemys’ bul- 
lets are defeated. From the big white 
steam automobile ambulance to the 
primitive travois and mule litters of 
the Filipinos, and from the first ald 
service at the heels of the men behind 
the guns to the mobile hospitals, the 
system is without a loophole of imper- 
fection. 

Eighteen thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-two soldiers a division, 
which is a unt of action, are provided 
with first-aid packages. When a sol-. 
dier falls one of these Is quickly ap- 
plied to his wound, and a regimental! 
Officer, of whom there are thirty-one 
at the rear of the firing line of each 
division, takes the wounded man to a 
first-aid station, which is just far 
enough away to be sheitered in a de- 

on from the shot and shell. 

Following the division are four am- 
bulance companies twelve ambu- 
lances each, and four wagons, cared 
for by three medical officers and eixty- 
nine men. These ambulances are mid- 
way between the first-aid stations and 
the mobile hospitals. of which there are 
four, containing 108 beds each. To 
these hospitals the soldiers are quickly 
taken, and their wounds treated, after 
which they are removed to more per- 
manent field hospitals, of which there 
are three, built in sections, so they: 
can be moved plecemeai with the ad- 
vance of the invaders. By the time the 
patient reaches here, the firing line has 
moved probably a couple of miles, and

tals proportionately. When !t comes 
time for the field hospitals to move, 
the soldiers are ted to the hase 
hospital of 100 bed’, which fs suually 
at a railroad station.

ments that money could provide, Mrs. 
Emma L. Watson, the “land fraud 
queen,” is today languishing behind 
the bars of the Multnomah County 
Prison. 


Since yesterday afternoon, Mme. 
Humbert’s Western prototype has 
been in durance, a prey to the memo- 
ries of the prosperity and sunshine of 
her former Portland life. In those 
days she had entreé to the most ex- 
clusive social circles of the North- 
western metropolis, but now, unable 
to procure bonds in the sum of $29,000, 
the woman, who is under indictment 
and conviction for conspiracy in the 
land-fraud cases, has been turned over 
to the custody of United States Mar- 
shal Reed, who, in turn has given her 
into the care of County Jailer Grafton, 
with _instructions that he show her 
every courtesy and consideration. | 

Her first night in jail was spent 
weartly. She slept only a few hours, 
and as, fortunately for her, she is the 
only woman convict in the prison, she 
has deen granted a mock semblance of 
liberty by being given the freedom 
to all parts of the ward. | | 

DISLIKES INTERVIEWERS. 


She has made no unusual requests 
since she was given into the custody 
of the jailer by the Federal authori- 
tles. She has asked for no feather- 
beds, and is apparently contented with 
the food that d given her. She has 
persistently and ‘somewhat fretfully 
denied requests for interviews, ex- 
plaining that she has absolutely noth- 
ing to say and is no more interested 
in the public than the public should 
be interested in her. 

The cell in which the beautiful ad- 
venturess is confined is furnished as 
meageriy as any other of the cells in 
the prison. It is supplied with a cot, 
on which is a mattress and ordinary 
bedclothing; two chairs, a wooden 
washstand with a tin basin and a 
small mirror. She has been permitted 
to retain several of her own personal 
articles of toilet, 

Her whole new existence is as far 
removed from her former mode of liv- 
ing as that now experienced by her 
contemporaneous adventuress, Mrs. 
Cassie Chadwick. Her fall has been 
even as great as that of the Ohio 
fermale frenzied financier, though her 
manipulations were not on such a 
stupendous scale, for until twenty-four 
hours ago, Mrs. Watson had been ac- 
customed to cutting a wide swath at 
the most fashionable hotels in the 
country. While here she always lived 
at the Hotel Portland. In Chicago she 
had apartments at the Auditorium; in 
New York she stopped at the Holland: 
in San Francisco at the St. Francis, 
and in all other cities visited by her 
before and after her conviction she 
put up at the most pretentious and ex- 
clusive hostelries. 

HER REGAL ADORNMENT. 


Since the very beginning of her op- 
erations with S. A. D. Puter, the land 
fraud king,” who now occuptes a cell 
in the same jail with her and is only 
separated from her by a wall of ma- 
sonry, money has been lavished upon 
her in regal style. Apparel of the most 
expensive and modern modes has been 
hers in large quantities, while price- 
less jewels have been showered upon 
her without stint. 

In the jail she is attired in a natty 
brown and well-fitting traveling sult, 
and she was graciously allowed to 
bring with her, from her magnificent 
wardrobe, a number of favorite gowns. 
Her hands are 
gems, and she still wears a diamond- 
brooch and ear-rings. 

It is a singular coincidence that Mrs. 
Watson and S. A. D. Puter, her fellow- 
conspirator and alleged paramour, 
should be lodged in the same jail with- 
in the brief space of a few days, and 
while Puter has frequently made in- 
quiries about the woman since her ar- 
rival, she has maintained a steadfast 
silence regarding him, and has so far 
as the public or her custodians know, 
manifested no interest whatever in 
Puter’s whereabouts or fate. 

The story of the events leading up 
to their lodgment in the local jail are 
fraught with interest. Puter, after his 
conviction, made his sensational es- 
cape from justice, and led the Federal 
authorities a merry chase across the 
continent. With the greatest difficulty 
aid the officers follow his movements, 


but finally he was traced, first to St. 
Paul, then to: Chicago, where he had 


lived in retirement for some time. 
Learning that the officers were hot on 
his trail he fled to Boston. Here he 
was more reckless in his movements, 
and made but little effort at conceal- 
ment. It was while he was in that 
city that the government first got him, 
but he again made his escape and 
disappeared as if the earth had swal- 
lowed him. 
THE SLIPPERY ‘PUTER. 

The government redoubled its efforts 
to apprehend the now desperate fugi- 
tive, and the best men in the secret 
service were detailed on the case. 

After a long and fruitiess search, the 
sleuths were apprised of his reported 
reappearance at his old home in Ala- 
meda, Cal. The clew was acted on im- 
mediately and detectives watched the 
Bay City suburb closely for evidence 
of his hiding place. 

Their efforts were at last rewarded 
and they captured him while he was 
visiting his family. While he pro- 
tested, after his latest arrest, that he 
had gone to Alameda solely to visit his 
family, it is generally belleved that he 
went there for the purpose of confer- 
ring with Marie Ware McKinley, who 
escaped indictment on the same 
charges under which Puter was con- 
victed by turning state’s evidence. 
Some even go 80 far as to hint that he 
intended to kill the woman for her 
perfidy. 

As soon as extradition papers could 
be issued, Puter was brought here to 
await sentence. It was originally in- 
tended to pass sentence on him on 
June 21, but this climax to his crim- 
inal career may be withheld until he 
has been tried on a number of other 
charges of land fraud conspiracy now 
lying against him. 

Mrs. Watson's career of freedom did 


not culminate under quite such sensa- 


tional circuinstances. She had been 
given her liberty, following her con- 
vlietion, under two bonds of and 
$25,000, bail being furnished by Benja- 
min Sweet, a wealthy Wisconsin lum- 
berman and L. F. Puter, a brother of

WOMAN'S LONG CHASE. 

It is hardly the truth to say that her

| gation and prosecution of the gigantic 
land-swindling operations of Puter 
and herself, she added sensational fea- 
tures to the episode. 

Her appearance in court yesterday 
creafed intense excitement, for not 
even the Federal authorities who have 
been trying to locate her for several 
knew of her presence in the 
city till she faced the court. 

She stoutly maintained to the court 
that she at no time intended to esca 
and that if she had known that * 
was wanted here she would have come 
voluntarily. She claims that she 
been living for many months past with 
friends in Oakland and that she had 
been ready at any and all times to 
pear as a witness here whenever 
might be needed. 

Until she has served the full term 
for which she will be sentenced with- 
in the course of the next few weeks, 
it is extremely doubtful if she will en- 
joy the free air of liberty. The Fed- 
eral authorities consider that she has 
given them too many strenuous ¢x- 
periences already to take any 
hances. 


SHARKS ATTACK SHIP. 


Vessel itself le Evidence of the Sea- 
man’s Story—School of Finny 
Brigands Prove Ferocious. 


e metal on the sides and bottom of 
the ship W. F. Babcock, now in dry- 
dock, tells a story of the sea that has 
few vais in its line, says the Balti- 
more Sun. Above and below the cop- 
per line, where metal has been placed 
to meet the attacks of the sea germs 
that eat into the wooden sides, the 
met tle is curled up in places by attacks 
upon the ship by sharks. 

Capt. Bailey, who brought the ship 
from San Francisco to Philadelphia, 
with a cargo of scrap iron, is not alone 
responsible for the story told. A ship 
brought to a standstill for one day by 
sharks that extended in all directions 
to the horizon and followed by sharks 
for nearly three weeks at sea is the 
story of the gnarled and curled plates 
of sheet copper that had to be torn 
from the sides of the Babcock when 
she wae docked in Baltimore. 

“Mate, spin us the yarn,” was asked 
by visitors, who became interested in 
the explanation of the curled condition 
of the Babcock’s bathing suit. And this 
is what he told: 

“We sailed from San Francisco No- 
vember 24, 1905. When on the passage 
in the Pacific our crew became worried 
at the multitude of sharks that were 
following the vessel. One night an aw- 
ful splash was heard about the vessel, 
as if we were in company with a 
Chesapeake Bay sidewheeler. In the 
morning we had a revelation. The 
ocean as far as the eye could reach 
was filled with sharks. 

“They made charges against our 
sides and some skipped away with a 
piece of copper between their teeth. 
Their movements were so fast that we 
were satisfied they were going to hunt 
up the dentist. We had been making 
pretty fair headway through this mass 
of lively fish. when the breeze fell off, 
and our momentum was not sufficient 
to force the vessel ahead. We lay 
eharked for twenty-four hours; it de- 
ing impossible Ao go ahead. A flight 
breeze sprang up and soon placed us 
clear of our convoy.”

BRIG-GEN. LOUIS HENRY RUCKER, U.S.A., 
(Retired,) who died here yesterday.

RUCKER, U.S.A., (retired) died 
at 3:22 o'clock yesterday morning 
at his home, No. 1025 West Thirtieth 
street. He had been in the continuous 
service of his country for more than 
forty years. He enlisted at Chicago 
when the call for troops was first made 
in 1861, rose from the ranks to a high 
grade, and retired, at his own request, 
as brigadier-general, in 1903. 
time the gallant soldier came to Los 
Angeles, and had since resided here. 
His first enlistment was as private in 
Co. G. Eighth Illinois Cavalry, on Sep- 
tember 14. 1861. He was then but 19 
years of age, and was received into the 
army with the consent of his father. 
He served with the Eighth Cavalry as 
private, sergeant, second lieutenant 
and first Meutenant, in regular order, 
until honorably mustered out on April 


1865. 

After the close of the war Rucker 
enjoyed one brief year of private life, 
entering the regular army on July 28. 
1866, as second lieutenant, attached to 
2 Cavalry. After the year 
e was captain, and in 1897 | 
he was "ae major in the Fourth 
Cavalry, being transferred in 1900 to 
In the next year he became 
lieutenant-colonel, and September 17. 
of that year, found him colonel, 
manding the Eighth Cavalry. 
April 18, 1903, he was appointed briga- 
dier-general by President Roosevelt, 
and soon thereafter retired.. 

During the Civil War, Rucker distin- 
guished himself in the Virginia cam- 
paign, and later won recognition in 
the Indian wars in Texas, Arigona and 
New Mexico, which resulted in the 
subjugation of the Apaches and the 
capture of their leader, Ger
